charted ocean mountain range with

• The other outstanding find in this 


search of the unknown depths'of the 
Pacific was that the floor of the ocean

The first savings bank ,-\vas started by Miss Priscilla "\Yakefielcl. ^n .-the 


parish of Tottenham. Middlesex, England, toward the close.of the 18th ceiitm-y. 
her object being mainly to stimulate frugality among poor children. The ex- 
periment proved so successful that in 1799 the Eer. Joseph Smith, of "\Vcndon. 
commenced a plan 'of receiving small sums from the parishoiiers dtfring summer 
and returning them at Christmas, Avitli the addition of one-third as a stimulus to 
prudence and forethought. ^Miss AVakefield, in her turn, followed Mr. Smith's 
example, and in 1504 extended the plan of her charitable bank so as to in- 
elude adult laborers, female servants and others. 


A similar institution was formed at Bath, in 1SOS, "by several ladies of that 


city: and about the same time a Mr. TVhitbread proposed to Parliament the-for- 
mation of a national instittttion. "Ju the nature of a Bank for the use and ad- 
vantrge of the laboring classes alone," but nothing canic of his proposal. 


It v.-as not until the Rev. Ilanry Duncan, the minister of jRuilnvclL a poor 


parish in Dumfrierfnre. Scotland, took up the subject, that the savings bank 
system may be said to have become fairly inaugurated. The inhabitants of that 
parteli were-mostly poor cottagers, whose average wages did not amount to 
snore taau eight shillings a wec-k.

RALEIGH, X. C, January 15—In 


addition to the usual business ttat 
-vvi]] be transacted at the annual meet- 
ing of the executive committee of the 
Xorth Carolina Education Association 
here next Saturday, the officials T?"ill 
outline the plan of work for the year 
to be submitted to the local units for 
adoption 
The recommendations of 


the committee approved by-the teach- 
ers of the state through' this referen- 
dum will constitute tte program for 
1923. 


The committee -wijl make Its recom- 


mendations frn-n the report of the 
special committee appointed at the as- 
sembly in November to ct \ -jider the 
suggestions of the secretary. In the 
opinion of officials of the organiza- 
tions, it -wag stated, the results of thi$ 
committee meeting and of the Eefer- 
endum will mark an important step 
in the organized efforts of teachers. 


Among the important recommenda- 
uons of the special committee, com- 
posed of Dr. T. C, Amick, of Eion 
College; Dr. W. A. "WTifiers,- of "Xonh 
Carolina State College, and Superin- 
tendent S, Hi. Sheep, of the Elizabeth 
City schools, are the following. 
1. The holding ol group or sec- 
tional meetingd of teachers during tac 
year in addition to the noe big meet- 
ing -which has been held every year In 
the past. This will carry the work of 
the association to every teacher in the 
state. 
"2. Providing a committee ' which 


will work with the department of edu- 
cation in the revision !of school laws, 
which relate to the teachers. 


"3. The appointment- of a. commit- 


tee which will make a careful study 
of the retirement laws of other states, 
with a. view of working out a retire- 
ment law that will T>e adapted to 
Xorth Carolina. It is expected that 
these studies will cover every state in 
the union that "has adopted a retire- 
ment la.w, and it is the hope of those 
Interpreted in this particular feature 
that .the committee will be in a po- 
sition to ask the legislature of 1925 
to act on this legislation. - 


4. Consideration of the establish- 


of a- magazine or journal which 
will go to all members of tae associa- 
tiori. 


_ 5 . Co-operation with the state de- 
partment of education in making-^stu- 
dies of'outstanding educational work 
in thfe state, and. having- these pub- 
lished in bulletin form.

Xorth- 
ern Michigan and Northern Vermont 
having.the most severe weather, con- 
trast shax-ply with the mild winters of 
the southern states,_but la summer the 
difference is not nearly so'great. 
Freezing temperatures have, been 


recorded at all mainland, stations of 
the "vVVather Bureau In winters past, 
but thpy have been of infrequent oc- 
currence along the Pacific coast and in 
the immediate Gulf coast sections 
where they average only two to five 
days during the winter compared with 
an ^average of one day along the 
California; coast. 
In general freezing weather occurs 
more than 100 da;s of the year north 
of southern Pennsylvania, the Ohio 
Raver, and the southern parts of .Mis- 
souri. ancLKansas, as well as through- 
out the mountain and plateau districts 
of the "west.

Fire, originating shortly after eleven 
o'clock today at Camp -Morrison, de- 
stroyed the nine buildings connected 
by a corridor which constituted the 
Hospital group and several buildings 
an the rear which were used as ac- 
cessories to the army hospital.
